A CURIOUS OLD MEX^pAN TOWN. 

A City Where No Souod of Wlieels Is 
Ever Heard — A Public Launilry. 

[Faiinle B. Ward in San Francisen chronii le.l 
In quiot .lalapa no sound of wheels is 
ever hoard, and pr..)bably acarriaj;o was 
never seen here, lor those steep streets, as 
tires-Miie as pic'.ursa juc, wero con^truuted 
long before such vehicles had been 
thought of, Tho b;ick3 of mules and 
Indians serve all puriioses for which cars 
are usually oniployod, and ahorseback 
riding is an uufuiliiig doliglit, for some 
of the finest views in the world are ob- 
taiued from tho surroiindiug hills. The 
only drawback to unalloyed oujoymenl in 
these otherwise pcrt'ecl days is" the fre- 
quency of chfpi-cliipis, as tlie liglit dri/. 
zliug.showors are called; and oven these 
aro ble.sstngs in disguise, for they keep 
vcfjelation perpetually at its greenest, and 
render dust nn "unknown quantity. " 

Of all tho queer plazas, quaint market 
places and charmin.gly grotesque olil 
churches it has been my ^ood fortune to 
find, those of .lalapa bear oil' the palm. 
All tho ancient stone sanctuaries have 
curiously shaped roof.s. with lowers anil 
buttresses, having been built in days when 
churches served for forts and pla ea of 
refuge, as well as for purposes of wor 
ship. 

The public imndry of .lalapa is n bit of 
quaintness to which no ^}oii can do jus 
tico. It is a huge pavilion of plastered 
adpbo, resting ou imiuuuse stone pillars, 
aad orc.;;tod.oxactly lu the center of the 
city— 09 If washing wore the chief busi- 

vnoss of life, as indeed it is among the 
lower classes, who make up tho majority 
iti this poverty-stricken country, tireal 
squares of Pompeian retl adobe, answer- 
ing for tubs, are ranged iiloug both sides 
of the ruiuiiiigstream, which is fed from 
ail e.\hauat!es3 fountain above. An aque- 
duct, meandering through the nrincipal 
streets, curries orf the refuse, whit h lias 
become a frothy river from tho r'reo use 
of amole— the mountain root that an 
swers the purpose of soap everywhere in 

• Mexico. 

Here, upon every day of Iho week the 
lavandetus congregate, young .and old, 
shriveled grnnddamcs and coquettish .liia 
niUis— all gossiping and giggling together 
as they bead over tho pools and cleanse 
their lliieu with jagged roots of amole. 
This ancient fountain boasts a tradition 
similar to that of the lic;inaii Trevi, 
Whoever goes to quail' a partio''* draught 
throws ten drops over his ahoulder aud at 
the same moment makes a wish; where 
upon not ouly will the desire of his hea-l 
be granted, but such aro the magical vir 
tues of the fountain lliat ho will surely 
return again to this "Land of Hoses. "

Mezieres, Ardennes, Feb. 7.— Nic- 
holas Guriiot, who wa.s .spiitonced to 
death three months ap;o for iiavinj; laid 
ill ambush for and fsiiot through tin; 
heart a tax collector in tlio Ardennes 
forest, wa.s guillotinfd here at 7 o'clock 
Friday riorning in the preisenco of two 
thousand spnctators, a large proportion 
of whom were women and children. M. 
Deibler, the famous exocutioiier, with 
his two lieutenants in cliHr^-o of tht? 
guillolii^e ana the exccuiion van, nr 
rived by tho Paris exprcHy tlu^ previous 
evening. The Kulilotino was set u|) on 
a hill near the EortiticatiouK, ami, after 
an hour's brisk work wjob hftmmers 
and screwdrivers, everything was in 
readiness. Tho executioncr.s then re- 
turned to their hotfl,

IMPERIAL FEDERATION. 

The subject of Imperial federation is 
gathering weight and rapidly asauming the 
position in British politics to which its 
vital importance justly entitles it as ono 
of the fureiuoat questiuna of the day. The 
diaturbed cundition of Irish affairs, and 
the diploniatic finesse required to be exer- 
oised in the effort to avert, consistently 
with the preservation of British prestige 
and the balance of European powe'^-, a war 
that at beat could only end in the reten- 
tion of tliat which the mother country al- 
ready posdosaes, has grcntly distracted 
the attention of the British public from 
the grand scheme of the federation of 
Great Britain and her colonies. The ques- 
tion in the past has often been : How is 
^Britain going to maintain her position as 
one of the leading nations of the earth 1 
Her inaular position would not permit of 
the extension of her possessions to contig- 
uous territory, and it was foreseen by dis- 
passionate minis that extreme distance 
alone, apart from any consideration of di- 
vorsity of interest, would tend to weaken 
the bonds which held the colonies to the 
mother country. The strength of unity is 
a self-evident f;>ct tliat has long been recog- 
nized by foreign representative govetn- 
meuts as providing the host' guarantee of 
a oontiuuation of prosperous independ- 
ence; and that unity has taken the form 
of fcdoraliam. Tiio Cantons of Switzer- 
land furnish the first illustration of federal 
government and were, a liundred years 
ago, conducted on a similar basis to thegov- 
ernmeht of the Dominion of Canada. The 
original thirteen North American colonies 
liad each had ita own two houses 
of local parliament and retained 
as the thirty - ei<<ht states of tha 
Union now retain, a local legislature. 
Of the Central American states, who throw 
olf the Spanish in the early days of the 
present century, nine are still federally 
uf.ited in Colombia since 1861. Again, 
fourteen provinces tro combined in the 
Argentine confederation. Not alone to 
America, either, is this illustration condnod

The words "the name ej:tent of land" 
constitute a saving clause that even so 
astute a legal mind as Sir John Mac- 
donald's will Sad hard to get around. If 
the Dominion government were entitled to 
only B.lternate blocks of land before the 
passage of the settlement act, they are 
entitled to no more now. The settle- 
ment act unsiittles no arrangeinont pre- 
viously made and confers no right.-i in the 
railway lands on the Dominion govern- 
ment that they did not possess under the

has its own local parliament; while nt Berlin 
is conducted the imperial portion of the 1 
legislation. Since 18G7 the seYenteeu prov- i 
iuces of Austria have hml their local parlia- j 
ment of one chamber, with a central jiarlia- 
inent nt Vienna; and we believe that feder- 
tion will prove the only satidfactory panacea 
to the constant dissensions of tho Sclav 
atatfls of the Balkan peninsula. Other 
instances of federation might be named, 
,auoh aa the Leeward Islanda.-the W^indward 
Islaiids, and the last instance of the Aus- 
tralasian colonies — three of which, howeyer, 
positively declined to combine. These 
(three— New South Wales, New Zealand nud 
South Australia — refused not because op- 
posed to Imperial federation but because 
they , thought colonial federalism would 
tend to retard that result. Wherever 
broached the proposition for tho imperial 
federation of Canada and tho colonies 
has been welcomed with warmth. 
The scheme is one of such magnitude 
that it is necessarily at present, to use Lord 
Salisbury 'swordsi' 'shapelessand unformed . ' ' 
Broadly speaking, however, it may safely 
bo prediclod that there wiii bo two houses 
still sitting at Woatminster as a central 
legislative authority. At present each 
member of the English commons repre- 
sents some DO, 000 people, which is about 
tho proportion that would be retained for 
local parliaments in Eaglana, Scotlant^ 
Wales and Ireland. But for the imperial 
parliament the ratio would be about one 
member for every 160,000 inhabitants, as 
it is at present both in Amerio|k and Ger- 
many, Under this allowance Canada 
would return to the imperial house about 
thirty-throe members — about an eaual 
number to that of Ireland, Tho ques- 
tions dealt with would be strictly im- 
perial, comprising all matters whioh be- 
long to the ministry of foreign affairs, the 
admiralty, the war office, the postoffico, 
the civil liat, India, the crown colonies 
and such others as have not local repre- 
sentative governments of their own, while 
tho quota which each nation, province or 
colony contriouted would be in the propor- 
tion its members bore to that of the whole 
house. Canada would then contribute 
about one fifth of the English quota. Tho 
only basis upon 'which all would be ad-^ 
raitted would be that of absolute equality 
-^the equal distribution, among all British 
subjects admitted to the franchise, of the 
burdens and privilegos. Sii- John Mac- 
donald has estimated chat one cent levied 
on every ton of Oanadian shipping leaving 
Canadian ports would amply suffice to de- 
fray the share required from Canada. The 
stations necessary for the existence of the 
Imperial floots and tho security of our 
commerce are scattered over 90,000 miles 
of communications and the strength of 
this fleet for the aafef;uarding of these 
stations must be governed by tho 
strength of the fleets of other nations, tho 
poaaibilities of their combination, the 
points of vantage for attack at their dis- 
posal, the length of the trade routes, tho 
number of ships frequer,ting them, and tho 
relative distances of stations. All being 
equally interested would under the new 
regime have to bear their share of the 
charges for providing theahipsandmon,and 
CO oval with this they would have full op- 
portunity of considering and having voice 
in tho provision. Great Britain is the 
parent state, and delegates from all por- 
tions of tha empire should be invited to 
an Imperial conference on tho subject. 
Let but the union of Great Britain and 
her colonies become a fact, and there at 
once is furnished the positive assurance of 
a lasting renewal not only of her naval 
supremacy but of her position as the moat 
powerful nation on the face of the earth, a 
nation whoso possessions bound by the 
strongest ties extend to the uttermost 
corners of the globe. 



AN UNFORTUNATE SPEEOE. 

.Mr. Fell's inharmonious speech at 
Harmony Hall on Friday night is much 
to be regretted. As plain Mr. Fell, 
pjrhaps, his words would not have car- 
ried nearly as much weight aa they 
do now when he is invested with the 
municipal toga and sits aa chief magis- 
trate.

British Columbia's legislature will corn- 
pare favorably with any other legislature 
in the world for respectability, integrity 
and morality, and wo hope the mayor will 
withdraw his remarks.

It is the truest patriotism, therefore, to bo 
fully assured of our ground before solicit- 
ing the intrcduotion of foreign capital or 
embarking in speculative undertakings of 
any considerable magnitude. Even in a 
country as youthful and L'h.ctic as .lur 
own, festina Unte. might prove a watch- 
word not unworthy of adoption. 

Some weeks ago a friend nhoweJ nie the 
prospectus of a proposed railway through 
Okauagon and Spallumchetu to connect 
with the Canadian Pacitic and aiforduuout- 
let to the wheat producers of that seutiou 
! for thuir surplus grain. The scheme, iis 
outlined by tlie prospectus, seemed plausi- 
ble on paper, and it is quite possible that 
such aline properly Imiidled might, in it.s 
utility and productiveness, largely exci'od 
even the sanguine expect:itions of its pro- 
motera. From uuinorons convcvsal ions 
with residents of the district, I fot.-l satis- 
fied that, for the full and intelligent appre- 
ciation of the value and possibilities of sr.oh 
a road) it is essential the public should have 
more light thrown upon certain points that, 
at first sight, seem likely to militate against 
its Hucoess, but which miiy, of course, be 
satisfactorily explained by those conversant 
with tho plan in all Us bearings. It would 
doubtless bo of great interest to your 
numerous mainland readers if tho 
gentleman or gtntlenieii actively 
cngagHd in floatiii;; the projoct would 
furniah full replies to the annexed ques- 
tions. These queries must not, by any 
means, be taken as covering the whole 
ground, but simply as presenting a few 
interesting features worthy of conaidura- 
tion and explanation. 

1. Did not tho lieavy 3'io!(l3 of wheat 
cited in the prospectus occur in an extra- 
ordinarily successful season rather than an 
average ono ? 

2. Is it not matter of historic fact that 
tho Spallnincheen farmers have, during 
tho laat few yearii, bad their cro[)s wholly 
or partly ruined (a) by drought; (b) by 
frost before the grain had ripened; (c) by 
excessive rains in harvest ? 

3. Is the wheat produced of such a quali- 
ty as to permit of ita being milled succeas- 
fuUy in competition with the h irder grain 
of Thompson river. Cache creek, Lillooet 
and, moat formidable of all, the north- 
west ? 

4. Assuming that the area of available 
land is correctly estimatea, how much of 
the Okanagoii land ia it necessary to irri- 
gate, and what are the facilities for sup- 
plying water i 

5. If no means of irrigating these tracts 
exists, what are the average chances of 
securing a crop at all 1 

6. If, as I am credibly informed, extra 
flour can be laid down in large (luantities 
from tho North west aa far as Kamloops 
for 84 50 per barrel, are the fanners of 
Okanagan and Spalliimclieen likely to ex- 
tend their wheat average beyond its ])re- 
sent limits ? 

7. Would not canal communication, na 
pdvocated for years past, be almost 
equally effective and vastly cheaper ? 

8. If the proposed lailway is likely to 
be a paying one, why are its projectors 
asking for a land grant of large propor- 
tions 1 

Not having a copy of the prospectus to 
refer to it is possible that the last ()uea- 
tion may have been suggaated by a mis- 
conception of a portion of it, but if so, tho 
answer can be all the more readily given.

Pilots uikI PilolagCi 

To TtiE EniTon: — The subject of your 
article in this morning's issue la one which 
commends itself to all who entertain an 
interest in Victoria as a shipping and com- 
mercial centre; and in order to maintain 
it in that position it is of all things desira- 
ble to have 'ani efficient system of pilotage 
in our waters. 

I have pointed out in previous commu- 
nications the anomalous state of affairs at 
present existing, with particular reference 
to pilots holding licenses (and consequent- 
ly subject to the rules and regulations) of 
moru than one pilotage authority, and I 
am coniident the pilots themselves must 
realize that tho system in vogue is really 
opposed to their interests, as it most cer- 
tainly is to thoao of ship-owners and iiia- 
rino underwriters. 

To provide a thorough pilotage ayatem 
for thisprovinco the Dominion government 
should establish a central board at Victo- 
ria, with power to examine apprentices for 
the service; to examine and appoint suit- 
able pilots; to adopt rules and regulations 
for their duties; to h.ivo povvur to punish 
by tines, suspension or diamiasal, fur neg- 
ligence or incompetency. 

The establishments of separate pilotage 
authorities at Burrard Inlet and Nanaimo 
should be abolished, as it must be ob- 
vious, oven to those appointed to ad- 
minister tliem, that the cutting up of 
pilotBgo into three ditferent districts, has 
long since proved a cnmploto failure; and 
is ill fact a great disadvantage to shipping 
interests, which should, as far as practi- 
cable, be encouraged. In those days of 
depression in shipping, owners can ill- 
uH'ord to pay two or three pilotages within 
a radius of 80 to 100 miles. It might be 
argued that NanainiLi and Burrard Inlet 
are entitled to have a voice in this uicl- 
tor, — indeed, they are; and in the estab- 
lishment of a new system which ia so 
urgently required, each port should bo 
represented at the central board, and it is 
to be aincorelj' hoped that tho atteiition'of 
the Dominion ( ioveriiinent will he directed 
to an early reform of a matter which at 
present acts .so prejudicially to the iiiter- 
eato of the province. "iMkuuhant."

Mr D. J. Beaton, who acted as agent 
for the Hadaon Bay Railway company, 
on board the Alert during its expedition 
last auminer, returned to Winnipeg last 
night. He was found at Preaidoiit Suther- 
laiid'a olHco this morning, and willingly' 
consented to give a reiiurter tho beiiehtof 
hie observations. 

"Ol course," aaid Mr. Beaton, "we eii- 
countorcd cnuaiderable ioe from the time 
we luft Halifax till we relurned. We met 
with ice tirst in tho (!uif of St. Livvrence, 
and found it all tlir.iugli the Strait of 
Belle Lsle and al.iiig tlie Ijabrador coast. 
Then wo found the in ■uth of Hudson 
strait pretty well paeljed wiihicoon our 
arrival. The ice ia not solid, aa it is not 
local, it having drifted out "f Fox Channel 
and Uiigava Bay. The strait averages in 
width froui -ir» to 80 miles, the widest 
point being about 101) miles, and the luir- 
r wost 45 luilea The blocks uf ico in the 
Bir dt vary in size from half a yard sijuare 
to (piartor of an ircre, but there are very 
few uf the latter size of blocks. The Alert, 
althnUKhpoBsessed uf great resisting power, 
ianot built for navigating among ice. She 
is a sailing vesael, and her ateam powor 
is an auxiliary. Her engine is but sixty- 
horse power, and her screw is veiy small. 
'Ill K s rinir RK.\cii Kt). 
•The nicuth of the str.tit was 
reached mi the loth of ./uiie. 
But "-MO tolls of coal were tiikeii 
alonir, and aa it waa do the entire trip, the 
captain deleriiiined to ooonomiise, and aa 
the strait was full >if ioe, and it would be 
neces.iary to burn a li>t of cipiil in order lo 
push on ihrough the ice, the captain de- 
cided to reiiiain iheio The ahip drifted 
about amiing the ^co for two or three 
wueku, during whicii time the ico crushed 
against the vessel's side a good deal. The 
result was (hat part of the stem plate waa 
broken and aa (he ice was likely to make 
inroads in the wood, uid there was little 
likelihood of beint; able to go iin, tho 
captain decided to put back lo St. .bdin's, 
Newfoundland, for repairs and more coal. 
'Phe vessel cculd have gone on with com- 
parative safety, only tho captain did not 
deem ii nocesaary. The vessel was in the 
dry dock for some time, and it was 12 
days before tho second atari waa made. 
They left St. .lohn on llie 'J7th of July. 
Tho strait W!ia reached on tho ord of 
August. With the uxception of a little 
doating ice the strait was clear, so that no 
didiculty was experienced in prooeediag. 
They rounded Capo Chudleigh and made 
for Port Burwoll, the first observation 
station on the Btr'iit. Here 18 tons of 
ooal — the usual allowance — was left. 
From Port Burwell, tha vessel started 
ToroMthe atraita to Aahe's Inlet, tho only 
station on the north side of the strait, and
